4th row. — K.l, purl to the last st., K.l. ♦* 

Repeat from ♦* to ** five times. 

25th row. — Knit plain. 

26th row. — K.l. purl to the last st., K.l. 

Repeat the 25tb and 26th rows six times. 

Repeat from ** to ** five times. 

Repeat the 25th and 26lh rows seven times. 

Repeat from *• to four times. 

Repeat the 25th and 26th rows seven times. 

Repeat from ** to ** three times. 

Repeat the 25th and 26th rows seven times.

8 inches from the commencement, ending with the 2nd row. 
Proceed as follows: — 

1st row. — Cast off 2 sts., K.3. P.1, (K.l, P.I) eight times, 
K.16, (P.1, K.l) nine times, K.4. 

2nd row. — Cast off 2 sts., P.3, (K.l, P.I) nine times. P.ll, 
(K.l, P.I) nine times, P.1, K.l. 

3rd row. — K.l, K.2 tog., (P.1, K.l) nine time'. K.l?,

THE BACK NECK-BAND.— Using the No. 12 Needles, 
and with the right side of the work facing, commence 
at the right shoulder, and knit up 10 su. evenly along 
the right side of the neck, 33 sts. acrou theisack of the 
neck and 10 sts. along the left side of the neck (53 sts.). 
Work to correspond with the Front Neck'Band. 



THE SLEEVES.- -Using the No. 12 Needles, cast on 
52 stitches. 

1st row. — K.2, * P.l, K.1, repeat from * to the end of the 
row. Repeat this row nine times, decreasing once at the 
end of the last row (51 sts.). 

Using the No. 10 Needles, proceed as follows: — 

** 1st row. — K.1, ♦ wl. fwd., K.3, K.3 tog., K.3, wl. fwd., 
K.1, repeat from * to the end of the row. 

2nd row. — K.1, purl to the last st., K.1. 

3rd row. — Like the 1st row. 

4th row. — Knit plain. *• 



Repeat from ♦* to once. Proceed as follows: — 

1st row. — Knit plain. ^ 

2nd row. — K.1, purl to the last st., K.1. 

Continue in plain, smooth fabric, until the work measures 
6 ins. from the commencement, ending with a purl row. 

Decrease once at each end of the needle in every row, until 
17 stt. remain. Cast off. 

Work another Sleeve in the same manner. 

TO MAKE UP THE JUMPER-— With a slightly damp 
cloth and warm iron, press lightly. Sew up the side and 
sleeve seams. Sew in the sleeves, placing seam to seam. 
Using the Crochet Hook, make two loops on the front of 
each shoulder. Cro^et four small buttons and sew on 
to correspond with the loops.

Cast off 18 sts. at the beginning of the needle in each 
of the next 2 rows.

TO MAKE UP THE JACKET.— With a slightly damp 
cloth and warm iron, press lightly. Sew up die side and 
sleeve seams. Work 1 row of d.c. round the outer 
edges of the coat. Thread the ribbon through each side 
of the neck, and tie in a bow.

2nd row. — K.4, purl to the last st., K.l. 

Keeping a border of 4 sts. in Garter Stitch at the centre 
badr, decrease once at the arm-hole edge in the next and 
every alternate row, until 33 sts. remain. 

Work T rows in plain, smooth fabric without shaping. 

In the next row, knit plain to the last 4 sts., K.2 tog., 
wl. fwd., K.2 (thus forming a button-bole). 

Keeping a border of 4 sU. in Garter Stitch, work 24 rows, 
making a button-hole at before in every 12th row. 

Shape for the shoulder as follows: — 

1st row. — Work to the last 9 sts., turn. 

2nd row. — Work to the end of the row. 

3rd row. — Work to the last 18 sts., turn. 

4th row. — Like the 2nd row. Cast off. 

Join in the wool at the centre back, cast on 4 sts., and 
work to correspond with the other side, omitting die 
button-holes, and working the border and shapings at 
the opposite ends of the needle.

1st row. Work in pattern to the last 9 sts., turn. 

2nd row.- Work in pattern to the end of the row. 

Cast off. 

Leave the next 40 sts. on the spare needle, and work on 
the remaining 21 sts. to correspond with the other side.
